THE “ SISSIE” CASE.

Mr E. W. Preagrave, Barrister at Law, 4

8. The conviction was bad because such 
circumstances as might have rendered the 
desertion.or abandonment lawful were. not 
negatiyved in the conviction. 

4. That there was not sufficient evidence 
to stipport the conviction, ; 

The Solicitor Generaly- Mr Logan, appear-

On Monday, the 28th March, Mr Justice 
Ford delivered judgment in this case. It 
will be remembered that the. case camo 
before the Supreme Court ns an appeal from 
the decision of Mr Gottlieb, the Senior 
Magistrate. pf Penang, convicting the 
appellant of an offence under section 239 of 
the “Merchant Shipping “Act 1854," the 
charge being that, the appellant had by 
wilful breach of duty’ or by noglect of duty 
done an act tending to’ the immediate loss, 
destruction, or serious damage of the s. s. 
Sissie of which vessel the appellant was the 
Master. Tho facts have been so recently 
before the public that we need not repoat 
them here. The tearned judge began’ by 
disposing of several formal objections to the 
Mavistrate’s decision, remarking incidental- 
ly thnt if the caso had been tried at home 
the conviction must have been, quashe: 
owing to certain informalities and omissions, 
but that the law here was amore~elastic in 
allowing the amendment of errors .of this 
kind. He then procebded to deal with the 
merits of the case, He hod on previous 
oceasions laid: down that with ‘regard to 
cases brought up from magistrates the court 
wonld nut go into refinements, The Magis- 
trate had certain advantages, suchas ol 
serving the demeanour of the witneaies 
which the Supreme Court had not. There- 
fore as a general rule lio (the learned judge) 
never reversed a magistrate’s decision unless 
“either there yas no évidence: at all to 
support the conviction or the magistrate had 
made some palpable mistake. . In this case 
he intonded to make an’ exception to the 
general rule, One reason for making this 
exception was that the magistrate who tried 
the case had alrendy tried it as Commissioner 
of the Court of Inquiry.. Now as to this he 
.wished it to bo distinctly understood’ that 
he did not intend to reflect’ ccnsoriously on’ 
the acts of the magistrate. The magistrate 
had asked the prisoner if be objected to his 
trying the case, and the prisoner had not 
objected, .. Still when the person who tries 
a caso has already adjudicated on it he 
must have some proposscssions,”. Even if
